I Sometimes we have to change our mind, 
and this is one of the times. Only last week 
we were calling on the press of the state to 
join in a crusade for a simplified state con¬ 
stitution that would deal with fundamentals 
only and leave the details of government to 
the more flexible control of legislative enact¬ 
ment. This week we want to join a posse of 
outraged citizens that will march to Sacra¬ 
mento—getting more numerous and more 
outraged all the way—and exterminate the 
state legislature, root and branch, burn all 
the accumulated mass of laws and destroy 
the machinery by which Califomia state 
laws are made. 

What cluuiges us so abruptly is the dis¬ 
covery of the fool law, passed* by the last 
legislature, forbidding high school districts 
from furnishing free transportation to pupils 
living inside any city. 

According to the statement of authorities 
who have investigated it, the passage of this 
law was secured by some individual who was 
interested in a bus line somewhere and 
would stand to gain a little business if the 
law was passed. So far as we can ascertiiin 
nobody connected with the state school sys¬ 
tem nor with any high school board asked 
for the law or supixirted it. Certainly no
